Francisco is approximately 650 miles 
The route most favorably mentioned is 
through Malheur and Harney countiep 
Oregon, and Humboldt and Wa«hoe 
counties, Nevada, to Lassen county, 
California, thence through Beckwith 
Pass and Sierra and- Plumas counties, 
California, down one of the forks of the 
Feather river. 


Should this road be built it will make

carload of merchandise from Chicago 
will not be about three times as much 
to Reno as to Sacramento, 151 mils-* 
further west.

The County Assessor valued 
the

county at $14,000 per mile for taxable 
purposes. The railroad agent whose 
business it seems to bo to get the valu- 
ation of tha- railroad reduced to the 
lowest possible figure placed a much 
less valuation on the road. Another 
railroad agent, whose business seems 
to be to get all that the traffic will bear 
oat of patrons of the road, alleges as an 
excuse for high rates that the road is 
bonded for about $61,000 per mile. The 
Government has a second mortgage on 
the road for halt that amount, and pri- 
vate individuals have a first mortgage 
for a liko amount. It is claimed by the 
traffic agent that tho road must pay 
the interest on these bonds and a divi- 
dend to the stockholders, as the load is 
capitalized at $100,000,000. These, with 
the salaries of officials and waj;es of 
employes are included in what are 
called fixed charges, Transportation 
rates are said to be based on these 
fixed charges, and for this purpose the 
roadbed is valued at over $60,000 per 
mile, but for taxable purposes the com- 
pany's agent values the road at about

The reports of the Auditor and 


Tieasurer for tbe quarter year ending 
October 1st are«published iu the JOUR- 
NAL for tbe information of its readers. 


The cash on Land July 1st, 1895, 


amounted to |30,717 92; the receipts for 
.he quarter were $15,(hO 82, rhaking the 
total $45,758 74. 


The total expenditures for thequar- 


;er amounted to $20,416 14, leaving a 
aulance in the treasury October 1st of 
$25,342 60, of which $11,738 57 is in the 
school funds of the several districts, 
and $3,570 15 in the Reno school build- 
ng fund, and, therefore, not applicable 
for general county purposes. 


The floating debt amounts to $9,522 74, 


of which the 
general 
fund 
owes 


;4,590 52; the road fund, $4,836 83; the 
ndigent fund, $30 70, and the incorpor- 
poration fund, $64 CD. 


Among the receipts for the year 1895 


is $6 from dog licenses, showing that 
there are but three dogs iu Reno on 
which the owners have had to pay taxes. 
The gross injustice of compelling three 
citizens to pay taxes on dog?, when 
there are several hundred canines un- 
taxed in town, ought to be apparent to 
our local law makers and they should 
abolish the tax, refund two dollars 
each, ti'e amount of the tax, to the 
three individuals and apologize for dis- 
criminating|agaiust them. It is farcical, 
if not criminal, to enforce a license or 
tax ordinance against a fevv individuals 
only. All should be treated alike, and 
ia justice to the few who paid the tax 
their money should be refunded.

cau Institute of Electrical Engineers 
Mr. H. \Vnid Leonard delivered an in- 
teresting" address, upon electrical engi- 
neering. developments iu France and 
England as contrasted with those in 
Americit. In its commercial develop- 
ment iif c-lrctricity America js placed 
first—iu fccv, far iii. advance of the old 
Xvprld conntries—bnt considered from an 
engineering 
ctandpoiut Mi1. Leonard 


thinks tho United .States is losing the 
lead it has thus far held. He lavs the 
responsibility for this condition of affairs 
almost entirely at the door of the-great 
electrical monopolies, which have stoodr 
in the way of progress, and'particularly 
in preventing tho trial of devices and 
systems of which Europe presents varie- 
ties unknown to ns. Ho questions what 
has been done in this country in the 
way of electrical engineering develop- 
ment sinco Edison started his three wire 
lightning distribution nt Sunbury, Pa., 
in 1883, and Weslinghonso established 
his alternating system with 1,000 volt 
.primarv and 50 volt secondary a few 
years later, and Spraguo started the 
Richmond electric railroad in 1887. 
There has of conrso been great extension 
of installation along these lines.
